The shaping of the refined curve 
of the glass to he used as the tele­ 
scope mirror perhaps offers one of 
the major thrills of the hobby. 
This is true mainly because of the 
fact that the worker realizes that 
with scarcely any special tools, but 
chiefly with the aid of an elemen­ 
tary test, he is able to magnify 
minute irregularities on the curve, 
and through this tost is able to 
work to almost a millionth of an 
inch of absolute perfection. 
The glass which ultimately re­ 
ceives the mirror finish on 
it* 
outer surface is worked to a fin­ 
ish by a process which would be 
simple in itself were it not for the 
requirement of precision. 
A unit known as the tool, which 
is similar in shape to the piece to 
be made into the mirror, hut with 
its convex side upwards, is placed 
so as to be stationary on a bench 
or table.

Daylight saving lime will hi' ushered in at 
I? a. rn. tomorrow . Residents of th e city and of 
most of the towns throughout the county 
will follow the practice of fo rm er year* by 
setting the clock A HEAD one hour before 
retiring. 
All time given in articles in The Freeman 
will Ive eastern daylight saving time, unless 
eastern standard time is *i>ectflcally m en­ 
tioned. 
Some communities are again in a furor 
over daylight saving time. As is true year 
after year, some folks w ant it and some 
don’t, and everylvody writes hot letters to the 
newspapers about it. One of the letters fol­ 
lows: 
"W e're 
kidding 
ourselves,” 
lie 
writes. 
"There is just so milch daylight each day, 
w hatever we do with the clock. 
"I do not desire to throw cold w ater on the 
idea of going to work earlier, hut instead of 
changing the clock, why not go to work at 
S o’clock instead of 9? Then the clock at the 
depot and on opposite side of the street will 
tell the time alike. The man w ho travels will 
not have to flip-flop his watch every time he 
goes in and comes out of the city. Nobody 
will Ive inconvenienced with such a plan. It s 
puerile, to say the least of it. that we should 
have to alter the clock. I say, let’s get back 
lo sanity.” 
In the British Isles this past winter day­ 
light saving time was retained in order to 
permit j>coplr t0 get home from work and 
into their shelters or their uniform s for night 
defense work I vc fore the evening’s air raids 
should start. Here in the United States we 
niggle clocks for other reasons, It wouldn't 
Ive so difficult and confusing if it were done 
uniformly throughout the country. It’s the 
difference between one town and another, 
and city time and railroad time. that drives 
folks loonv.

PUBLIC HEA LTH 
Defective tooth and eyesight have caused 
a good m any young fellows in the draft to Ive 
put on deferred lists. The public has Iveen 
concerned about this. Some people fear it is a 
sign of bad health generally. O thers think the 
defects should Ive corrected prom ptly, if pos­ 
sible. and the men thus brought up to stand­ 
ard should be sent to the training camps. 
Dr. Roger I. I r e . president-elect of the 
American College of Physicians, interviewed 
recently on this point, said certain physical 
standards for the recruits were "too rigid” 
and the situation did not indicate poor health 
among the co u n try ’s young men. 
"Unless those defects m ake a m an actually 
sick and cause him to be totally inefficient.” 
Dr. I r e Ivelieves, "they should not mean de­ 
ferment. In this age of specialism in soldiery, 
when a m an is not required to do every job. 
there should Ive places of value for those who 
have such m inor defects.” 
Cieorge W ashington’s dental troubles did 
not interfere w ith his soldiering. They didn’t 
even affect his pitching arm , if one accepts 
the story of th e coin tossed across the Po­ 
tomac River. 
Anyhow’, a glance at the health statistics 
of the nation show improvement and not a 
decline, so th e r e s no reason for alarm on 
that score. D raft deferm ents should simply 
inspire m ore and earlier attention to all phy­ 
sical defects. 
It m ight Ive a practical idea for the govern­ 
ment to include in its varied expenditures an
